22   budget hearing, a local district's or special service district's fee hearing, or a  city's or town's 
23   enterprise { zone } fund  hearing. 
 
2.   Page 9, Lines 261 through 267: 
261     (ii) A taxing entity may hold the following hearings on the same date as a public 
262   hearing described in Subsection (3)(a)(v) or (4)(b): 
263     (A) a budget hearing; 
264     (B) if the taxing entity is a local district or a special service district, a fee hearing 
265   described in Section 17B-1-643; { or } 
266     (C) if the taxing entity is a town, an enterprise fund hearing described in Section 
267   10-5-107.5{ .   } ; or 
  (D) if the taxing entity is a city, an enterprise fund hearing described in Section 10-6-135.5.
